The sister to Mesmerist is the 
only filly in the bunch and the only one we will 
have. She looks much like her brother. 1 am 
very ixuch fascinated with Mesmerist and be- 
lieve that be will be one of the best, if not the 
best, in the three-year-ola division in 1900. £e 
was a grand horse this past lear and made us a 
pot of money. He started thirteen times, won 
nine stakes and was never unplaced. Ha 
should never have lest but one race, and that 
was his first— the others were defeats through 
bad rides, or, I should say, through the over- 
confidence of the jockey. 

**Those defeats, however, in the long run 
served us well— from a betting standpoint, 1 
mean. You see, the ring and its plungers ac- 
quired the noticn that Mesmerist was a quitter 
and laid long prices, with no takers in the be- 
ginning save the stable money. Bauer had faith 
in him- knew be was a good horse— so I got 
down good and thick every time he started. 
Every tuifite knows the result— just coined 
mcney. One night at the club Phil Dwyer 
and 1 fell to a discussion of the horse, 
and Dwyer said he wouldn’t do; that ha 
was a rank quitter. He really believed 
it, for when 1 offered to sell him to 
him for |20,C00 be said; *I’ll give yon S12,OCO 
for him and not a penny more. He isn’t worth 
it.’ I told him 1 would rather give him away 
then to take that price for him. There was, of 
course, no cale, and 1 am glad of it now. Oh, 
he’s a grand horse. But Missionary, 1 think, 
will (how them a few good races next year, too. 
We haven’t done much with him yet, and don’t 
expect to until the sea(on is well advanced. 1 
don’t intend to have anything but good ones 
next year. In Julius Bauer we have a wonder- 
ful trainer. I don’t know bis equal in the modern 
school. It will be so that when a horse starts in 
the cherry and black with Winnie Connor on 
his back tboEO who want mcney had best get 
their checks down. Winnie is as good a little 
boy as is to be found. He is spendieg the holi- 
days with his folks in New Yoik now, but will 
be here in a few days to go to work with the 
horses. I want him to learn them thoroughly — 
to know their every habit and trait. It is much 
better that he should be acquainted fully with 
his mount than to depend on the statements of 
the trainer as to the horse’s way of going. Be- 
aides, I don’t think it would benefit him any to 
put in another winter at New Orleans. A boy 
at his age is susceptible to contamination.”

To pilot two different horses in successive 
days a mile in 1 :S9i was an unprecedented feat 
until accomplished by T. Walsh. On Wednes- 
day it was little Walsh that piloted Flamora in 
world’! record time for a two-year-old, and

His rise since then has been sim- 
ply meteoric, and he is now in constant demand 
by traicers who need a featherweight rider.— 
San Francisco Chronicle. 

“I believe,” said Tod Sloi n recently, “that 
Flying Fox is the greatest horse that ever lived. 
He is surely from 12 to 15 pounds batter than 
Hamburg ever was. He is so good that it is im- 
possible to place him in a race. He just does 
as be pleases and runs how he likes. When in 
front ’Morney’ Cannon swings on him, yet every 
horse behind him is straight. Flying Fox 
seems to do nothing but gallop along. Good 
judges say there never was a horse like him. 

“No jockey can hold him. Sometimes he 
gallops off, full of play, and then kicks up and 
bucks, and at times gallops into the crowd, 
but it is not meanness— merely play. He has a 
disposition that is truly lovely. He knows 
more than any herse I ever saw, and is a grand 
looker. At the starting post be is like an old 
cow. He knows when the flag is down, and 
kind o’ looks from side to side to view the 
situation before be has gone half a furlong. 
Racing seems like play to him.” 

“How about Democrat— will you ride him in 
the Derby?” j 

“I think so, but I would rather ride Forfar- | 
shire, for 1 think be is a better horse. He ba- ' 
longs to Mr. Dewar, and though Democrat beat 
him a head in a race, I think Forfarshire was 
the better horse, as Loates was penned in be- 
hind half a dczFn horses and could not get 
through until the final strides, when he seemed 
to climb over the top of his field, and he would 
have beaten me and Democrat in another 
jump.” 

In speaking of the English riders Sloan says 
“Sam” Loates is the bast horseman in the 
country. “If Archer was a better horseman 
than Loates he was a dandy. I have never seen 
Loates make a mistake that could be avoided. 
He is a ironderfnl rider.” 

The two-year-old colt, by Palestine- Fond- 
ling, a half brother to Imp, that is to make the 
campaign with her this season, has been christ- 
ened Seip, and it is expected that the name will 
be well known before the season closes.
